Minutes 

! I : 

The Annual Meeting of the Alberta Provincial Branch oi the 
Canadian Red Cross Society was held in the ball room of the Palliser 
Motel, Calgary, on Monday, December 18th, at 8 o’clock p.m. 

The President occupied the chair and on his right His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Alberta; Patron of the Society, was seated. 
Amongst those present were: The Bishop of Calgary, Honorary Vice- 
President; His Honor Judge Jackson, Vice-President; Mr. E^. D. 
Adams, Vice-President; Mrs. C. B. Waagen, Honorary Superintendent 
of Supplies; representatives from the Calgary, Edmonton, Medicine 
Hat, Lethbridge, Spring Creek, Stettler, Aldersyde, Grainger, Tongue 
Creek, Crossfield, Frank, Blairmore, Irricana, High River, Glenmore 
Branches, etc.; Regents of the Military, Tan-nis-uk and Colonel 
Macleod Chapters of the I.Q.D.E., Calgary, and the Honorary Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer. 

His Honor Judge Jackson moved, seconded by the Bishop of 
Calgary, that the minutes of the last Annual Meeting be taken as 
read. Carried. 

The Honorary Secretary-Treasurer read her report and moved 
its adoption, seconded by Dr. Scott of Calgary. The motion was 
carried unanimously. 

The Auditors’ Report and the Financial Statement were sub¬ 
mitted to the Meeting and adopted unanimously on motion 1 of Mb 
E. D. Adams and Mr. F. M. Black. 

The Honorary Superintendent of Supplies read her report and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Mr. H, P. O. Savary. Carried 
unanimously 
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The following Resolution was adopted unanimously on motion 
of Messrs. Black and Savary: 

“Whereas misunderstanding appears to exist as to the 
position taken by this Branch regarding the use of the Red 
' Cross name or sign for the purpose of raising money and it is 
desirable that this Branch should place on record its views 
in this matter. 

“It is therefore resolved that {his Branch do hereby de¬ 
clare that it is pleased to accept all monies which any person 
or persons may care to donate for Red Cross work and so 
long as the Red Cross name or sign is not used for the 
purpose of soliciting or raising such money the Society is of 
the opinion that it has no right to dictate as to the means 
taken to raise same, hut where it is desired by any person or 
persons to make use of the Red Cross name or sign, the 
plans should first have the approval of the Local Branch for 
the District before the name or sign is used. 

"And it is further resolved that a copy of this resolution 
be forwarded to the Head Office of the Canadian Red Cross 
Society, and to each Local Branch of the Society in the 
Province of Alberta.” 

His Honor, the Lieutenant-Governor, who by virtue of his 
office is Patron of the Society, took the opportunity of complimenting 
the Branch on its Officers and said he had never before been at any 
meeting where there was no discussion, which was, he felt, owing 
to the fact that the Reports were so explicit and comprehensive. 

The President then addressed the Meeting and paid a very high 
tribute to the women, not only of Alberta, but of Canada, for their 
character and efficiency and to the fearlessness and fortitude which 
they have displayed in the unprecedented circumstances of the war. 
He emphasized the particular need at the present time of unity of 
purpose and action on the part of every man and woman in Canada. 
He deprecated the slanders which have been circulated with regard 
to some of the officials of the Red Cross Society and the disposal 
of its funds and attributed them largely to the presence of 
enemies in our midst. He urged that all personal ambitions be 
forgotten and only the common enemy kept in mind, and impressed 
on all those present the great needs of the Society. 

The election of officers was then proceeded with. 

Mr. R. B. Bennett, on motion of The Bishop of Calgary, sec¬ 
onded by Mrs. Jamieson, was unanimously re-elected President. 

The President then called for nominations for the four Vice- 
Presidents, which resulted as follows:

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Moved by Mr. Peters, seconded by Dr. Scott, that the nominations 
be closed. Carried. 

The President then declared these four gentlemen elected 
Vice-Presidents. 

Moved by Mrs. McRory of Crossfield, seconded by Mrs. Jamieson 
of Calgary, that Miss Pinkham be re-elected Honorary Secretary- 
Treasurer. Carried unanimously. 

Moved by Mrs. Kerby of Calgary, seconded by Mrs. Spence ef 
Calgary, and Mrs. Duncan Smith of Edmonton, that Mrs. C. B. 
Waagen be re-elected Honorary Superintendent of Supplies. Car¬ 
ried unanimously. 

Moved by Mr. Black, seconded by Mr. Waagen, that the firm of 
Messrs. Marwick, Mitchell, Peat & Company be re-elected Honorary 
Auditors. Carried unanimously. 

Moved by Mr. Peters, seconded by Mrs. Dennis, that a vote of 
thanks be given to the Honorary Secretary-Treasurer and the Hon¬ 
orary Superintendent of Supplies and other Officers for their ser¬ 
vices during the past year, and also to the following, the same to 
be conveyed by a personal letter from the Secretary:

Report of Honorary Secretary-Treasurer, 


To the President, Officers and Members, Alberta Provincial Branch, 
i\ Canadian fled Cross Society, 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen :— 

I beg to submit my Report as Honorary Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Alberta Provincial Branch of the' Canadian Red Cross Society 
for the year ending 31st October, 1916, 

During the year nine regular and four special meetings were 
held. Three of thedatter were to confer with officials of the Military 
Hospitals Commission on matters relating to the Red Cross Military 
Convalescent Hospital at Ogden, and the fourth to make final 
arrangements for the Annual Meeting. 

• During the year 4,166 letters were written and 3,287 circular 
letters were sent out, while our Head Office keeps us supplied with 
2,000 Bulletins each month in addition to the number forwarded to 
the Branches, all of which are circulated throughout the Province 
and do much to stimulate interest in our work. 

A half-yearly statement was prepared, and it was decided, in 
view of the necessity for the greatest ptiblicity, that it should be 
issued fn the form 'of a ; Bulletin. Ten thousand copies were printed 
and eight thousand were circulated, the balance being kept for dis¬ 
tribution at the Depot. The total expense in connection with the 
Issue of this Bulletin was covered by advertisements, and we had 
about $30.00 to the good towards the cost of postage. 

We have ilow 103 organized Branches in tlie Province, an in¬ 
crease of 47 over last year. Appended to this report is a tabulated 
statement showing the Work of the Branches. We regret to report 
that Branches at Grassy Lake and Millet have lapsed. We also re¬ 
gret that several of our Branches have not sent in their reports 
for the year so that we cannot make an accurate Statement as to 
their work. The reports to hand show 315 Life Members in the 
Province, 3,163 Active and 1,133 Associates. 

The total amouiit raised by our Branches as reported to our office 
is $173,815.24. 

Through our Branches and their Auxiliaries, the various Chap¬ 
ters of the Imperial Order of the Daughters of the Empire, the 
Alberta Women's Institutes, the United Farm Women of Alberta and 
various patriotic organizations, etc., working for the Red Cross, we 
estimate that we are in touch with at least 550 Towns, Villages, and 
Districts in the Province. 

As there is no Provincial Office in British Columbia, we have sent 
out considerable information to towns in the eastern portion of that 
Province, and the Windermere District Branch, Invermere; the Fort 
Steele Branch and the Peachland Ambulance League are working 
under this office. The Spokane Red Cross Branch is also sending 
us cash donations as well as supplies. 
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Your Secretary has paid visits to the following towns for 
organization purposes and to address meetings: Mirror, Nobleford, 
Botha, Barons, Parkland, Aldersyde, Keoma, Lousana, Eyremore, 
Champion, Trochu, Ewelme, Macleod, Deleware, Delia, Veteran, 
Langdon, Munson, Ponoka, Swalwell, Irricana, Brant, Crossfield, 
Taber, Retlaw, Glenmore and Symond’s Valley Districts, while your 
President, Secretary and Superintendent of Supplies paid a delight¬ 
ful visit to Edmonton to consult with the Executive there and were 
the guests of His Honor Lieutenant-Governor and Mrs. Brett at 
luncheon. Your Superintendent of Supplies and Secretary also 
visited Lethbridge to assist the Branch in its organization, and Mr. 
J. H. Woods, one of our Vice-Presidents, addressed a meeting at 
Grainger in the interest of the Society. Your Secretary feels that 
it has been the greatest privilege to go about the Province and meet 
Red Cross workers. On all sides we hear how the Red Cross is 
bringing together all sections of the community in a way nothing 
else has done. 

The increase in our work has been most gratifying. Our aim for 
the year was to effect an one hundred per cent, increase in all our 
work, and you will note from our Auditors’ statement that last year 
our total cash receipts were $46,102.98, this year’s were $127,759.56. 
Last year our cash donations amounted to $39,428.59, this year they 
were $93,776.56. The total amount remitted last year to Head Office 
and to the British Red Cross through our Branch was $^3,281.52, 
this year $64,193.95. 

PURCHASING SUPPLY DEPARTMENT 

The work of this Department has trebled, as will be noted from 
the Report of our Honorary Superintendent of Supplies. To facili¬ 
tate the work, Mrs. Shearwood of Montreal, a Life Member of the. 
Society, was appointed as Hon. Purchasing Agent for our Branch. 
Our thanks are due to her for her devoted and arduous work., Our 
thanks are also due to the Royal Trust Company, through its man¬ 
ager, Mr. A. E. Holt, for auditing her accounts. 

SPECIAL APPEALS 

1. Leap Year Day Appeal. This was an appeal made in different 
parts of the Province at the suggestion of our Edmonton Branch in 
connection with the 29th February—the arrangement being that 
Branches wishing to do so could retain such a portion of cash re¬ 
ceived as was necessary for the purchase of their supplies. 

2. Christmas Stocking Fund. 2,500 Christmas Stockings were 
sent forward from this Province for the men in Hospitals abroad, 
500 of these were forwarded from the Edmonton Branch and 
$3,120.40, the amount necessary to fill the balance, was obtained 
from various Branches and Societies. 

3. To Provide Beds in the Princess Patricia Canadian Red Cross 
Hospital at Ramsgate, England. The amount necessary to instal 
the 100 beds allotted to this Province at $50.00 per bed has already 
been promised, and more than half the amount necessary has been 
forwarded to Head Office. The names of the donors are being placed 
over each bed. 

4. British Red Cross. A special appeal for the British Red Cross 
Society was made on the 19th October, but as the Province had 
already been organized to work for the special Trafalgar Day Appeal 
for the sailors and for Field Comforts, little could be done at 
the time, though 387 appeals for this purpose were sent out. 
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PRISONERS OF WAR 

At the request of our Head Office a special appeal has been made 
in connection with the Prisoners of War Department. All Canadian 
prisoners of war whose names are made known to our Department 
in London receive a seven-shilling parcel of food weekly in addition 
to bread and clothing. The new regulations issued by the Govern¬ 
ment Committee insist on all parcels going through our Society. 

They are sent from London, and are as complete as possible. Our 
Branch has assumed the responsibility of “adopting” all Alberta pris- ' 

oners of war who are not being provided for from other sources. We 
are now providing sufficient money to adopt 250 men at $7.00 per. 
month, and are receiving help in this direction from a large number 
of our Branches and contributing Societies. Your Secretary has 
already received postcards from a prisoner whose adoption was 
ai ranged through our Branch by the 'Mothers’ Club of Connaught 
School, Calgary. He informs us that his parcels are arriving in good 
condition. _ Mrs. Rivers-Bulkeley is the efficient head of this De¬ 
partment in England, and we are assured that our Canadian pris¬ 
oners of war are receiving all the attention possible. 

INFORMATION DEPARTMENT 

It is perhaps not generally known that a Department has been 
established in connection with the work of the Society in London 
for the purpose of securing information about wounded and sick 
Canadian soldiers and for the purpose of keeping In touch with them 
so that reliable information may he obtained weekly of the con¬ 
dition of any soldier and communicated to his relations either in 
Canada or elsewhere. The head of this Department is Lady Drum¬ 
mond, and here in Alberta, owing to the terrible casualty lists that 
are coming in almost every day, your Secretary is constantly being 
asked to make inquiries about men who are wounded or missing, 
and is glad to be able to forward any such inquiries to London. 


The Executive of our Branch felt keenly the death of Mr 
Speakman, the President of the United Farmers of Alberta and one 
of our Vice-Presidents. The Committee felt a sincere respect and 
regard for Mr. Speakman, who showed a lively interest in our 
operations and upon whose advice, ever most readily given, the 
Committee set a high value. Mr. E. D, Adams of this city was 
elected in Mr. Speakman’s place and he has been of great assistance 
in our work. 

The Branch was honored during the year by a visit from Her 
Royal Highness the Duchess of Connaught, President of the Society, 
and Her Royal Highness Princess Patricia. Their visit included: 

(1) Inspection of Red Cross Military Convalescent Hospital. 
Ogden. 

(2) Inspection of Alberta Provincial Depot. 

(3) Reception of Red Cross Workers at Mr. Burns’ residence. 

A suitable illuminated address was presented by the children of 
two members of the Sub-Executive Committee, Margaret Adams and 
Alberta Robinson. The expenses incurred in connection with the 
reception, amounting in all to $230, were generously donated by our 
President. Her Royal Highness graciously presented to our Branch 
her autographed photograph taken at her knitting machine, also a 
dozen pairs of socks knitted by herself to be raffled for the benefit 
«f the Society. 
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RED CROSS MILITARY CONVALESCENT HOSPITAL 


Our work in connection with this Hospital at Ogden has in¬ 
creased considerably during the past year. It is estimated that 272 
men have been in the Home during this time. Changes have been 
made in the administration of the Hospital in order that it might he 
placed on the same basis as other Hospitals of the kind administered 
by the Military Hospitals Commission. 

To avoid divided authority it was decided, after consultation 
with representatives of the Commission, to hand over the internal 
arrangements of the Home to the Commission, the Red Cross 
Society continuing to act as an auxiliary in all matters pertaining to 
Stores, Equipment and Comforts. On the completion of this arrange¬ 
ment it was decided that the Society should relinquish the per 
capita grant made by the Hospitals Commission submitting instead 
all accounts contracted for necessary food supplies to the Commission 
for payment. The Society still assists with Fuel, Light, Water. 
Telephone, Comforts, Furnishings and Food Supplies, details of 
which will be dealt with in the report of our Hon. Superintendent 
of Supplies. In this connection we wish to place on record our 
thanks to thp City of Calgary for its grant (which has been paid 
since our books closed) towards expenses and for work done on the 
golf course, the grounds for which were lent by the city and by 
Colonel Walker. 

The Hospital, up to the time of the change in administration, 
was in charge of a House Committee appointed by the Sub-Execu¬ 
tive to assist in the work. The Committee consisted of Mr. J. H. 
Woods, 4 Convenor, Mesdames Pearce, Cruikshank, Macleod, Gerald. 
Robinson and Attwood, and Messrs. Melvin, Lowes and Dunbar, and 
your Honorary Secretary-Treasurer and Superintendent of Supplies. 
During the year Mrs. Robinson resigned and Miss Markle was 
appointed in her place. Much of the comfort as well as the excellent 
domestic arrangements during this period were due to the untiring 
work of the Women’s Committee under the Convenorship of Mrs. 
William Pearce. For several months after the opening of the Hos¬ 
pital Miss Markle gave her services as Nursing Matron. Unfor¬ 
tunately, for personal reasons she resigned and her loss was keenly 
felt. She has, however, given her services in connection with the 
Stores VDepartment, where she is proving invaluable. Miss Yorke 
acted as masseuse and gave her services in this connection for 
nine months. She endeared herself through her sympathetic per¬ 
sonality and the faithful discharge of her work, to all the patients 
at the Hospital, and her services were greatly appreciated by your 
Committee. 

During the year, the Hospital was also honored by a visit from 
His Royal Highness the Governor-General, who expressed himself 
as being delighted with his visit, saying, “It is quite the best of 
these Convalescent Homes I have seen.’’ H. R. H. presented his 
autographed photograph to the Home. 


. .p°l° ne l Alfred Thompson, M.P., Medical Superintendent of the 
Military Hospitals Commission, also paid an informal visit to the 
Hospital before the change of administration, and in a letter re¬ 
ceived by the Convenor of the House Committee expressed his ap¬ 
preciation of the good work being done by the Society in Alberta in 
furnishing, equipping and conducting the Hospital. 
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The value of the donations received in cash and kind for the 
Hospital amounted in all to $5,410.47, as will he seen by the state¬ 
ment attached, and through the generosity of many societies we were 
thus able to save a considerable part of our per capita grant, part 
of which has'already b<?en spent in improvements in the. Hospital, 
and it is probable the balance will be used to furnish the proposed 
Annex now being arranged for, and which will accommodate 100 
men. 

Our thanks are due to Mrs. Gilbert’s Red Cross Group, the Col¬ 
onel Macleod, Military, and Tan-is-uk Chapters of the I. O. D. E., 
and other societies for arranging Sunday evening concerts and en¬ 
tertainments for the men, and to the many Societies and Branches 
throughout the Province who have assisted this work through cash 
contributions. 

The thanks of our Branch are due to our Auditors, the firm of 
.Messrs. Marwick, Mitchell, Peat & Qo., for their invaluable work. 

, Not only does the firm keep a running audit of the account's, but 
Messrs. Bootle and Broad have given considerable assistance in the 
bookkeeping and their advice has done much to facilitate the work 
of the Society. 

Thanks are also due to the following for their donations and 
help: The Canadian Western Natural Gas, Light, Heat & Power Co., 
Limited; the Directors of the Calgary Pair; the Boy Scouts’ Associa¬ 
tion; the Railway and Express Companies; the Pacific Cartage Com¬ 
pany; the Calgary Cartage and Storage Company, and to the public 
generally for its generous support. 

We are anxious that Branches should be organized in every town 
’ and village in the Province, and would urge districts that have not 
organized to endeavor to do so. Many towns which should support a 
Local Branch have only Auxiliaries and in this connection the fol¬ 
lowing extract from a resolution passed by our Sub-Executive Com¬ 
mittee is brought to the notice of all Societies: 

“It is important that centres ca'pable of financing their 
own work should be raised from the- status of Auxiliaries 
and established as Local Branches in order that their indiv¬ 
iduality may he strengthened and their work duly recorded. 
Local Branches are requested to encourage the establish¬ 
ment of independent Branches among their Auxiliaries.” 

It has been our proud boast that Alberta has sent forward 
more men to the front than any other Province in proportion to her 
population. Let us see to it that those who stay at home and cannot 
fight are doing our duty at this time of our Empire’s need and that 
those men who are fighting for us are receiving every help and com¬ 
fort which it is in our power to give, and in this connection I cannot 
help drawing attention to the work of some of our smaller Branches 
shown on the tabulated statements, which should, I feel, prove an 
incentive to Red Cross work generally. 

We recommend to you all Red Cross work as a great opportunity 
for Imperial Service.

Dear Sir:—We have audited the records of the Alberta Pro¬ 
vincial Branch, Canadian Red Cross Society, for the year from 
November 1, 1915; to October 31, 1916, and now beg to present our 
report, together with the following statements:

Home, Ogden, November 1, 1915, to October 31, 1916. 

Schedule “l’ - -—Details of Donations received November 1, 1915, 
to October 31, 1916. 

Schedule “2”—Expenses November 1, 1915, to October 31, 1916. 

Schedule ‘’‘3”—Details of Donations to Convalescent Home, 
Ogden, November 1, 1915, to October 31, 1916. 

We .have audited the Cash Disbursements and the Bank Account 
in detail, and, found all payments in order and duly supported by 
vouchers. ' We have satisfied ourselves that all moneys received were 
duly deposited in the Bank. 

The following statement will show the results of the work of the 
Society for the year ended October 31, 1916, as compared with the 
period from September 30, 1914, to October 31, 1915:

In addition to the above increase in respect of cash received and 
remitted and of Merchandise sold, the Provincial Branch had on hand 
on October 31, 1916, merchandise and supplies amounting to $18 - 
355.55, as compared with $532.01 on October 31, 1915. 

There is a sum of $3,071.12 due to the Provincial Branch for 
merchandise and supplies sold. As against this amount funds have 
been received in payment of merchandise not vet shipped amount¬ 
ing to $164.06. 

The Branch has received and taken into stock merchandise 
amounting to $2,754.25, which was not paid for as at October 31, 

1916. In addition there is a further liability of $2,204.52 for goods 
ordered and shipped to the Branch, but not yet received as at that

From this statement it will be seen that the transactions from 
November 1, 1915, to October 31, 1916, have resulted in a profit of 
$100.82, or slightly less than £ of 1% of the sales. This difference 
may be accounted for in twp ways, viz: 

1. The frequent fluctuations in the purchase price of the differ¬ 
ent supplies which make it difficult to invoice goods out at their 
cost. 

2. The selling prices of cut goods are estimated from the number 
of yards required for each article, and while this estimate is approx¬ 
imately correct, a slight error either way affects the price. 

This profit has been realized in transactions between the Pro¬ 
vincial Branch' and the local Branches, and- has accrued entirely to 
the benefit of the Society. 

In addition to the inventory of Merchandise there are articles on 
hand purchased for the Christmas Stocking Fund to the value of 
$52.68. There are also additional liabilities, exclusive of merchandise 
accounts, of $175.07 payable by the Society. The liabilities of the 
•Convalescent Home amount to $40.76.

We wish to take this opportunity -of testifying to the efficiency 
and care with which the affairs of the Society are administered by 
Miss Pinkham and Mrs. 'Wangen and their staff of helpers, both 
voluntary and salaried; and to express our appreciation of the

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Superintendent’s Report. 

NOVEMBER 1, 1915, TO OCTOBER 31, 1916 


To the President, Officers and Members of the Alberta Provincial 

Branch, Canadian Red Cross Society. 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen :—- 

I beg to submit my report as Superintendent of Supplies of the 
Alberta Provincial Branch, for the year ending October 31st, 1916. 

FEATURES OF THE WORK 

The outstanding features of the work carried on by our Pro¬ 
vincial Depot during the past year, have been the remarkable 
increase of Red Cross supplies received and shipped from Alberta— 
the work in this connection having trebled in the last 12 months— 
the additional work done by the Provincial Branch as an auxiliary 
to the Military Hospitals Commission, the opening of a Field Com¬ 
fort Department and the re-organizing and enlarging of our Pur¬ 
chasing Department. 

REPORT OF OFFICE WORK 

The Provincial Depot acts as a clearing house for Red Cross 
supplies in Alberta. Supplies prepared in the Province are here 
examined, sorted and packed, a full record being kept of all ship¬ 
ments received, which are duly credited to the Societies forwarding 
them. The Depot also furnishes information in regard to the sup¬ 
plies required by the Society, sends out samples of garments, and 
endeavors as much as possible to standardize Red Cross work 
throughout the Province. In connection with our Supply Depart¬ 
ment 2,000 letters have been written, 1,930 circulars issued and 341 
sets of samples have been sent to various towns and districts in this 
Province and in eastern British Columbia. 

Red Cross Exhibits have also be'en prepared and furnished to 
Societies desiring to show these at the Summer Fairs held through¬ 
out the Province. A very successful exhibit -of Red Cross Work was 
held under the direction of the Provincial Office at the Calgary Fair 


fit June fast. The Directors of the Fair very kindly arranged' for 
free space for this exhibition, which was well patronized and re¬ 
sulted in spreading a wider knowledge' of the work amongst those 
already engaged in Red Cross' activities, and' in arousing interest ini 
visitors who had not yet contributed to the Society, 

The Provincial Office has- also forwarded 500 copies of daily - 
papers: for distribution to Canadian soldiers in hospitals. These; 
papers are very welcome gifts, and our Head Office has issued an 
appeal throughout Canada asking that a greater interest be taken 
in this, branch of our work, 

SUPPLIES RECEIVED AND FORWARDED 

As regards the increase in supplies received and shipped, our 
records show that at the close of last year the Depot was in touch' 
with 114 towns in Alberta and eastern British Columbia; of these 
108 were shipping their supplies through our headquarters here. At 
the present time 208 towns are shipping direct to our Provincial 
Depot, whij.e over 400 towns and districts in the Province are en¬ 
gaged in the preparation of Red Cross supplies, including Auxiliaries 
to Red Cross Societies, the work of which is forwarded through our 
local Branches. As compared with 458 shipments received at the 
Depot during 1915, our records show 1,115 shipments as having been 
received in the past year. The supplies prepared in the Province’ 
during the year have amounted to 823,045 articles, as against 332,320: 
for last year. 

Our Red Cross Branches have contributed the larger portion of 
this work, having donated 701,390 supplies. The total contributions 
received from each Branch will be found on the tabulated statement 
attached to your Secretary’s Report, 

From these figures it will be seen that the appeal made by the 
Head Office of the Canadian Red Cross to all Red Cross Societies at 
the beginning of last year to double their output of supplies, has 
resulted in a generous response. 

Of the supplies received at our Depot a little over one per cent 
were unfit for use. The greatest waste in this respect occurred in 
surgical dressings and also in socks, through the use of colored yarn 
instead of white, grey or khaki as prescribed in our regulations. 
These useless articles were disposed of and the proceeds turned in 
to our general funds. The clippings from our work room were also 
sold and all the monies credited against our expense account. Two 
and a half per cent of the supplies received required alteration be¬ 
fore shipping. These alterations were made in our work rooms by 
groups of women volunteering their services and under the super¬ 
vision of Mrs. Dougherty, who takes charge of our cutting and altera¬ 
tion department. 
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Fifty shipments of supplies, numbering 1,353 eases, have been fo'r- 
’warded for the use of hospitals abroad. These shipments comprised 
746,530 articles, or three times the amount of supplies forwarded dur¬ 
ing the previous year. 

In addition to supplies sent overseas, the Alberta Depot has 
furnished 1,791 articles in response to indents made for supplies 
by home units. These donations have been as follows: 389 gar¬ 
ments to the Red Cross Military Convalescent Hospital at Ogden, 
! 606 articles to the Frank Tubercular Hospital, 148 articles to the 
Veterans’ Clu-b, 420 articles to the Army .Dental Corps, 288 articles 
to the Army Medical Corps. 

A special donation of 2,500 filled stockings was also forwarded 
in October from Alberta, being a Christmas gift to sick and 
wounded Canadian soldiers. Ordinary knitted socks were used for 
this purpose. One sock was filled and the other sent with it. The 
articles enclosed were envelopes, writing pads, pencils, gum, chic¬ 
lets, pipes, cigarettes, tobacco, soap, wash rags, handkerchiefs and 
mirrors. The contents were varied slightly in some instances, 
fruit cake and playing cards being sent in the stockings forwarded 
by our Edmonton Branch. In connection with this gift a “Sock 
Day” was held throughout the Province which resulted in over 1,000 
pairs of socks being contributed in three days. 

The list of supplies received and shipped from Alberta will 
be found in Schedule 4 of this Report. These supplies have in¬ 
cluded 846 hospital suits, 498 dressing gowns, 15,000 suits of py¬ 
jamas, 2,298 aprons, 24,090 surgical shirts, 7,448 day shirts, 17,353 
pairs of socks, 9,202 pillowslips, 4,040 sheets, 26,089 towels, 2,282 bed 
jackets, 256,061 bandages of all descriptions, besides thousands of 
smaller articles. The list of societies contributing these supplies, 
together with the amounts of their contributions, will be found in 
Schedule “1” of the audited statement. 

An estimate has been made of the value of Red Cross supplies 
shipped from Alberta. To arrive at these values the cost price of 
cut garments has been taken, being estimated according to the 
amount and the price of material used for each article, and to this 
has been added 25 per cent as the estimated cost of making up 
these supplies. This percentage was placed by the advice of one of 
our large dry goods houses. Based on this estimate the value of the 
supplies forwarded from the Province has amounted to $119,175.19. 
These figures do not give a really adequate idea of the amount 
of cash expended on Red Crosk supplies throughout the Province, 
as Societies purchasing their materials locally pay higher prices 
for their goods than those upon which these values are based. 

Alberta has concentrated specially upon the work of sup¬ 
plies, and this must be taken into consideration when comparing 
the report of work done by this Province with'that accomplished by 
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other Provincial Branches, which have been better able to raise 
large sums of money, and have therefore concentrated upon the 
cash side of the work. 

RED CROSS MILITARY CONVALESCENT HOSPITAL 

A branch which has created much interest has been the work 
done in connection with the Red Cross Military Convalescent Hos¬ 
pital at Ogden. The Provincial Society, acting as an Auxiliary to the 
Hospitals Commission, undertakes the catering for the hospital, 
furnishes supplies of linen and clothing, together with such com¬ 
forts as the men might not otherwise receive. Our stores at the 
Hospital are in charge of Miss Markle, who acts as official store¬ 
keeper for the Society. Supplies are given out twice a week on 
requisition of the matron. Miss Markle’s self-sacrificing and capable 
assistance in this work has been of inestimable value to the Red 
Cross. 

Appeals issued to Branches and other societies during the yea‘r 
for contributions of supplies for the Hospital resulted in 94 ship¬ 
ments of produce .being received. These shipments*have included 
coal, meat, vegetables, butter, eggs, poultry, etc., also clothing do¬ 
nated by the Calgary Red Cross Society. The cash value of these 
gifts has amounted approximately to $3,309.71. 

The Provincial Branch has also donated much valuable equip¬ 
ment to the Hospital. We are specially indebted for gifts of equip¬ 
ment to the Women’s Reserve Volunteer Corps, the Military, Tan- 
nis-uk and Sir Richard Grenville Chapters of the Imperial Order 
of the Daughters of the Empire, The Sportsmen’s Patriotic Society, 
the American Women’s Club, and many other societies. A full list 
of all supplies received together with donations of comforts, etc., 
will be found in Schedule “5” of this Report. 

FIELD COMFORTS 

Since November, 1915. the Provincial Depot has acted as a 
clearing house for field comforts collected in Alberta. This is not 
a department of Red Cross work, but all Red Cross Depots and 
shipping warehouses are instructed to handle these supplies, ar¬ 
rangements for forwarding which are made through the Red Cross 
Society. Field comfort work in this Province suffers from lack 
of organization and co-ordination, and it is hoped that in the 
coming year some better arrangement may be made to meet the 
increasing demand for these comforts. The Calgary Local Council 
of Women have endeavored to organize a systematic method of 
dealing with field comforts through their National Service Com¬ 
mittee, and have rendered very valuable asssistance to this branch 
of patriotic work. Seventy-two cases of comforts have been for¬ 
warded through our Provincial Depot, consisting of 18,234 articles, 
chief amongst these have been socks, shirts, cigarettes, tobacco, 
chewing gum, and candy. A list of societies contributing field 
comforts, together with a statement of articles received and shipped, 
will be found in Schedule “6” of this Report. 
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ALTERATIONS AND IMPROVEMENTS 

To keep pace with the growing demands of our work, it was 
found necessary during the year to make certain changes and to 
arrange for increased accommodation at the Provincial Depot. Al¬ 
terations were carried into effect last spring, as a result of which 
our office, work room and storage space at the Depot were prac¬ 
tically doubled. At the same time an electric cutting machine 
was installed in our work room. This machine cuts 130 ply of 
material at one time and through its use the Branch has been able 
to keep up with the enormous quantity of ready-cut garments re¬ 
quired by our Purchasing Department. 

PURCHASING DEPARTMENT 

This department has grown out of the necessities of the work 
and is proving of great value to our Branches and other societies 
engaged in making supplies. Owing to war conditions many grades 
of material which were at first procurable for Red Cross purposes 
have been withdrawn from the market, while the rise in the price 
of both cotton and flannel goods has made the purchase of these 
through ordinary channels almost prohibitive. It was therefore 
necessary to arrange some organized system of buying which would 
conserve Red Cross funds, and, at the same time, secure the use of 
proper grades of materials. By purchasing in large quantities from 

factories and wholesale houses the Alberta Branch is able to secure 
the necessary materials at the lowest possible price. These goods are 
in turn retailed to all societies at cost. In most cases they are sold in 
the form of cut-out supplies, ready for making, but goods by the bolt 
may also be purchased by any society which prefers, to do its own 
cutting. Merchandise amounting to $53,154.51 has been purchased 
by the Alberta Branch in the past year, and 1,115 orders for goods 
have been received from societies availing themselves of the services 
of this department. These orders have amounted to $32,270.49, as 
against the sum of $6,235.62 received in orders during the year 1915. 
The merchandise on hand on October 31st amounted to $18,355.55. 
This stock includes a large amount of material purchased in ad¬ 
vance in order to insure delivery and to obtain the most advantageous 
prices. As the prices for cut garments are based on the quantity 
and price of material required for each article, to' insure that 
these prices were correctly estimated, and that no undue profits 
accrued to the Alberta Branch, our Auditors, Messrs. Marwick. 
Mitchell, Peat & Co., very kindly consented to make an audit of 
this department last spring and reported favorably on prices 
charged. The gain which has accrued to the Provincial Branch 
during the year on all transactions, has amounted to one-half of one 
per cent, as shown in our audited statement. 
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In this department the services' of Mrs. Shearwood, purchasing' 
agent for the Provincial Branch in Eastern Canada, have proved 
invaluable. Mrs. Shearwood has voluntarily devoted her time to> 
furthering the work of the Alberta Branch by visiting factories, 
Wholesale houses, etc., and by taking full charge of purchases. This: 
work at times has been extremely arduous, but has been dis¬ 
charged by Mrs. Shearwood with the greatest foresight and energy. 
The Branch is also indebted to factories and to wholesale and 
retail houses, both in Eastern and Western Canada, for courtesies 
and consideration extended to all their transactions. 

INCREASE IN STAFF 

It has been necessary in order to adequately carry on the work 
of the Society to considerably increase our office staff, as it is im¬ 
possible to depend on voluntary help as regards bookkeeping and 
stenography. The actual preparation, sorting and shipping of all 
Red Cross supplies is iri the hands of voluntary workers. Members 
and workers connected with the Calgary Branch have furnished all 
assistance given in our various departments, and the splendid work 
done by the women of Calgary, together with the helpful co-opera¬ 
tion extended to the Provincial Society by the Local Branch, have 
proved invaluable. If it were not for this help, so generously 
and loyally given, it would he impossible to deal with the great 
quantity of supplies which are being handled by the Branch. 

About fifty women are in daily attendance at the Depot giving 
their services voluntarily. The splendid work done by Miss Pearce, 
who since the organization of the Provincial Branch has super¬ 
vised our sorting and receiving department, deserves the warmest 
thanks of the Society. To Miss Pearce’s capable supervision and 
untiring efforts is due the successful administration of the depart¬ 
ment. During the past year she has been assisted by Miss Brown, 
to whom the Branch is also indebted for devoted services rendered. 
Our packing department has been in charge of Miss Gamble, assisted 
by Mrs. iLadler. All cases forwarded from the Depot during the 
year have been packed by these iadifs for whose work in this 
connection the Branch is deeply grateful. The Misses Pearce, Brown 
and Gamble give voluntary services daily at the Depot, during the 
entire day. Miss Yorke, who until September last was connected 
with the work of the Red Cross Military Hospital at Ogden, joined 
our Depot staff early in the autumn and has since rendered valuable 
services to the Society. 

For all work which has been accomplished during the year we 
are indebted to the devoted and generous support given by our 
many Branches throughout Alberta and Eastern British Columbia, 
also to our Branch in Spokane, Washington, U. S. A. Thanks are 
especially due to the City Branches for fostering a knowledge of 
the needs of our supply department through their Auxiliary Sewing 
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Circles. “We aTe also indebted to the generous co-operation ot th* 
Women’s Institutes, The United Farm Women of Alberta, The 
Women’s Christian, Temperance Unions, the various Chapters of the 
Imperial Order of the Daughters of the Empire, Church Societies, 
and Social Clubs throughout the Province. The splendid help given 
to the Red Cross by all those who have undertaken the preparation 
■of supplies, and who have responded untiringly to increased de¬ 
mands, often at the cost of much personal sacrifice, has proved the 
greatest inspiration to all who have been privileged to come in 
■contact with this woTk. 

It has been said that without the work of the Red Cross Society 
it would be impossible for us to win the war. Since this is the 
case, and we are assured that it is so, we are faced with a great and 
•solemn task. Unlimited quantities of Red Cross supplies, especially 
supplies of clothing and linen, are required. Unfortunately, a few 
months ago, a rumor became current throughout Canada that our 
Red Cross warehouses abroad were overstocked. In consequence 
we are now unable, owing to a diminution in supplies, to fulfil our 
promised .gift of 5,000 Red Cross cases a month to French hospitals. 
Special appeals have been issued to the women of Canada to make 
good this shortage. But we must do more than this. We have now 
twice as many men in the firing line as we had a year ago. The 
war presses closer home to us than ever before. But in all our 
sorrow, in all our losses, we can never know the meaning of war in 
its ghastly realities, as do those countries in which it is being waged, 
or as do those men know it who are giving their lives daily on our 
behalf. To alleviate theiT agony, to bring light into their dark hours, 
to comfort the sufferer, is the duty and privilege of the Red Cross 
Society. The position which Alberta is to occupy in Red Cress 
achievement during the coming year will be determined by the men 
and women of the Province, by our generosity in giving and by our 
willingness to help the work. We are bound in honor to fulfil a 
sacred trust, not only to the living, but to keep faith w’ith those, who 
in the discharge of duty, have been called to join that greater army 
whose ranks embrace alike, both friend and foe. For their sake, 
for the sake of those who are still spared to us, and above all 
for the sake of our beloved country, and in the name of our Cana¬ 
dian citizenship, we lay the needs of the Red Cross before you 
and urge your continued co-operation in assisting this great cause.
